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REQUEST TO ACCEPT PCT DRAWING 
The Notice of Allowability of May 18, 2004, is incomplete because it indicates at No. 
6 that CORRECTED DRAWINGS must be submitted, but fails to indicate reasons (a) or (b) 
therefor. 
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The Notice of Allowability cannot request corrected drawings, because the drawings 
were approved at the PCT stage and entered the US under 35 USC 371. Therefore, no 
objection can be made. PCT Treaty Article 27(1). See also, Caterpillar Tractor Company v.
